NOTICE OF NON-RESPONSIVE AMENDMENT 

The reply filed on October 22, 2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following matto-: 
Applicant's elected species, where a "radioactive" element is identified appears to either be (i) an inadvertent misspelling of 
"radiopaque" or (ii) an actual intention to include a radioactive compound, such as provided by the disclosure at page 36, lines 6-9 
"... the post-biopsy treatment implant may incorporate some radiopaque compound or particles such as, for example barium sulfate or 
other commonly used radiopaque or radioactive materials." 

The Examiner raises this question because a radioactive element is not an expressly claimed element and, as such, was not identified 
by the Examiner in the previous Office action. Also, given that all elected claims, i.e., 1-60, require a radiopaque element while 
Applicants' election does not include at least a radiopaque elemmt, none of the claims would read on the elected subject matter. 

Clarification and a proper election is required.
